REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  Mynyddislwyn  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  happy  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ended  the  31st  December,  i960. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I have  to  report  a heathly  year. 
Measles  we  still  have  with  us,  but  as  to  other  infectious  diseases 
there  are  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
remains  low.  Such  cases  as  occur  are  mild  and  readily  curable. 

Generally  speaking  the  measures  of  treatment  prescribed  are  punctuously 
fulfilled.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  of  children  leaving  school 
is  performed  without  any  outward  reaction  in  three  quarters  of  the 
pupils. 

Poliomyelitis  prophylaxis  has  been  well  carried  out  amongst 
the  children.  Although  the  Blackwood  evening  sessions  have  been  well 
attended  by  adults  registering  for  injections,  only  about  half  of  the 
16  to  *+0  age  group  apply  for  protection.  Perhaps  it  would  as  well  to 
defer  any  campaign  to  push  adult  immunization  with  the  Salk  Vaccine 
until  it  becomes  clear  as  to  what  is  decided  in  respect  of  the  usage 
of  the  oral  Sabin  Vaccine  against  Polio  now  being  used  for  the  first 
time  in  Britain  in  the  Hull  outbreak. 

The  Manor  Farm  Clinic,  ably  pioneered  by  Nurse  Lewis,  has 
successfully  met  the  needs  of  the  babies  and  infants  in  the  Penllwyn 
area.  It  is  hoped  soon  to  cater  for  the  expectant  mothers  at  an  Ante 
natal  session. 

Lastly  one  hopes  for  the  success  of  the  new  factory  of  Messrs 
Golmet  at  Penmaen,  so  that  like  the  Switchgear,  it  may  contribute  to  the 
prosperity  and  health  of  the  district.
